7. The jury trial of this case shall oocur Bufing the tial period beginning 
January 8, 2008. The parties estimate the trial will be completed in tem (10) days. 

8. A pre-trial conference is scheduled on January 2, 2008 at 1:30 p.m. in. 
Hearing Room 17B. The parties shall prepare in advance and provide at the pre- 
trial conference a pre-trial statement comporting with BCR 9.2. 


‘The parties shall have until November 1, 2007 to conduct and 


conclude discovery. It is further ordered thatthe setting of the discovery deadline 
will not limit any party from filing summary judgment motions during the period, 
but any such motions should be narrowly drawn to address only issues on which 
discovery has been completed. If there are still motions pending after the 
discovery period, the Court will seta briefing schedule at that time. 

10. The Parties are limited to two expert witnesses per side. In all 
respects, the presumptive limitations on discovery contained in the Business Court 
Procedures shall apply. 

11. The party bearing the burden of proof on any issue requiring expert 
testimony shalt designate the expert expected to be called at trial and provide all 


information specified in BCR 7.5 by June 1, 2007 


12. The party responding shall then designate its experts end provide all 
information specified in BCR 755 by July 1, 2007. 

13, Dispositive Motions shall be filed by November 16, 2007. 

14, Motions in limine shall be filed by the date ofthe pretrial conference. 

15, The Plaintiff shall submit Notice of Mediation designating the date 
of the mediation on or before June 30, 2007. The Parties ae further ordered to 
conduct mediation on or before the pretrial conference. Plaintiff's counsel is 
ordered to advise the Court, in writing, or the outcome of the mediation no later 
than five (5) days following the conclusion of the mediation conference.
